He granted at once that neither 
he nor anyone else could prove 
that all of “this tremendous dif- 
ference” was due to high fat diets 
alone. “But it is fair to say,” he 
added, “that, except for physical 
exercise, no other clue is in sight. 
Even the concept that ‘stress_and 
strain’ is influential needs study 
because of the complete absence 
of evidence for its validity.” 

Old theory dismissed 

He dismissed the “stress and 
strain” theory by saying it per- 
sisted because of its ‘psychologi- 
cal basis,” then quoted approving- 
ly the British scientist, Dr. BE. M. 
Arnott: “How much nicer it is 
when stricken with a coronary 
thrombosis to be told that it is all 
due to hard work, laudable ambi- 
tion, and selfless devotion to duty 
than to be told it is due to glut- 
tony and physical indolence.” 

Arnott was one of 25 world 
scientists to whose works he re- 
ferred in a technical bulletin cir- 
culated among physicians by the 
American Heart Association, He 
spoke also on a basis of his own 
investigations, of course. The 
“physical exercise” clue he mini- 
mized, too — because American 
manual laborers are many times 
more prone to heart attacks than 
manual laborers in countries with 
low-fat diets. 

“Obviously, a major choice is 
looming, both for coronary pa- 
tients and for potential coronary 
patients, and, unfortunately, the 
latter category includes most Am- 
erican adults at the present time,” 
he said. ‘Are we to continue the 
trend towards, higher and higher 
fat dieta? 

Too many calories 

“In the past 40 years the na- 
tional average has risen from 
about .30 percent of calories from 
fats to the current level of over 
40 percent. Studies on the diets 
eaten by American soldiers show 
around 45 percent fat calories!” 

His idea was that no diet should 
obtain more than 20 percent of its 

total calories from fats. He was 
emphatic that he would never ask 
Americans to live on ‘such un- 
attractive diets as those of the 
Bantus of Africa among whom 
overweight men are not at all rare 
while heart attacks are very rare. 

“Reasonably low-fat diets can 
provide infinite variety and esthe- 
tic satisfaction to satisfy the most 
fastidious, if not the most glut- 
tonous, among us,” he said, “Cook 
books would need re-writing per- 
haps, and culinary skill would be 
at a higher premium than now.”

Will challenge 
Shaw's scheme 
for alphabet 


The British Museum will 
challenge George Bernard 
Shaw's bequest setting up a 
fund to increase the English 
alphabet to about 40 letters, 
one of Shaw’s friends said re- 
cently. ’ 

I. J, Pitman, a British member 
of Parliament who knew Shaw 
well, said the suit will determine 
the disposition of a substantial 
sum of money from royalties 
earned on Shaw's writings since 
the famous dramatist and wit died 
in 1950 at the age of 94. 

Shaw's will provided that if 
nothing is done about his scheme 
to change the alphabet — one of 
his pet brain-children—the fund 
would be split among the British 
museum, the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art, and the National 
Gallery of Ireland. 

40 letters, 

Pitman said Shaw was irritated 
by the fact that a single letter in 
English can stand for severa) dif- 
ferent sounds. He thought about 
40 letters would attain his goal of 
one sound for one letter, ° 

The public trustee, a govern- 
ment office administering estates, 
was directed to get the project 
going within 20 years, so there 
still is lots of time. But Pitman 
said he got the impression the 
public trustee's office doesn't care 
much for this task. . 

“It knows a lot about estates,” 
he said, “but not very much about 
alphabets.” 

Pitman said Shaw's estate “is 
still earning a lot of money.” 

“Royalties are still coming from 
many sources, and a really sub- 
stantial sum is involved,” he 
added, “but I am not permitted to 
reveal the figure.” 

‘Shaw's estate was estimated at 
about $1,000,000 soon after his 
death. He made numerous specific 
bequests, the alphabet fund to be 
set up with the residue.
